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White Skies Is Fond of Jamaica; 
Arcaro Busted and Then Booed 


New YorK 

It seemed everyone in New York was 
ready to welcome racing on April 1 except 
the weather man. Although the sun was 
out the first three days of the new season. 
the mercury never went above 40 degrees. 
Nevertheless, the 35,651 persons who 
showed up at Jamaica for the first day 
of the 196-day season took their hands out 
of their pockets often enough to bet 
$2.765.776 by day’s end. 

For the first day the bettors (about 
5.000 under last year’s inaugural on a 
warmer day) were able to pick four win- 
ning favorites, This is mentioned because 
the year before all eight choices failed, 
and improvements need all the attention 
they can get. One of the favorites was 
White Skies, in the featured Paumonok 
Handicap; and handicapper Jack B. 
Campbell must get credit there for pro- 
ducing a race with two horses having a 15- 
pound weight difference finishing a nose 
apart after six furlongs. 


Campbell assigned 130 pounds to White 
Skies, the same burden he had given the 
good sprinter when he won the Sport 
Page Handicap over the same track last 
fall. He gave Trio Stable’s Laffango 115 
pounds. These two fought it out from the 
second George Cassidy pushed the but- 
ton to open the starting gate. There were 
eight other good sprinters in the race, but 
White Skies and Laffango led all the way. 

White Skies came “boiling” out of the 
gate, according to Eddie Arcaro, who said 
he was glad that he was “tied on.” Laffan- 
go also came out quickly, and before a fur- 
long had been run these two had it to 
themselves. 

Laffango moved up along the rail on 
the turn. and at the head of the stretch he 
seemed to have White Skies where 15 
pounds would do the most damage. Nick 
Shuk moved with Laffango in mid-siretch, 
but at this point Arcaro put his head down 
and whipped to the finish. 7 

The race was worth $21.100 to William 
M. Wickham, a Kentucky tobaco man. It 
brought the total earned by White Skies 
to $147.275, a very nice return on a $7,500 
investment made at the Keeneland sum- 
mer sales of 1950. It also was the fourth

stakes that the 5-year-old son of Sun Again 
had won over Jamaica’s sandy strip. Last 
season trainer Tommy Root shipped him 
in from New Jersey for the Interborough, 
New Rochelle, and Sport Page Handicaps. 
and on each occasion White Skies took the 
winner’s share of the purse. 


COLD ATTRACTION. The weather on 
the first Saturday of the season was even 
colder than opening day, the temperature 
hovering around the freezing mark, so 
40.220 showed up for the races, Again 
they came up with a winning favorite in 
the feature race. This time it was the 1;4- 
mile Excelsior Handicap, and the winner 
was Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s Find. 

Find, carrying 121 pounds, galloped into 
the first turn on the heels of a driving 
Count Cain. Eric Guerin sat still on the 
Discovery colt all down the backstretch, 
as Teddy Atkinson hustled Count Cain 
through six furlongs in 1:11, Midway on 
the big bend of Jamaica’s egg-shaped 
track, Guerin glanced over his right shoul- 
der and saw what he had been waiting 
for—Sammy Boulmetis on Joe Jones.

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Guerin went to work, and in about 
three strides Find had the lead. He won 
by three and a half lengths. Count Cain 
held on extremely well to save second 
from the late-running Capeador, which 
finished three lengths behind Count Cain. 
Joe Jones, trying the difficult stunt of com- 
peting in the Excelsior after finishing 
sixth in the Paumonok, tired after his big 
run, and wound up fourth. 


Find, now four, did not do any running 
at two, but made up for it at three by 
winning nine races, including the Ohio 
Derby (which was better than no Derby) 


Oprntne Day Aprit 1 at JAMAICA 
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and the Empire City and Grey Lag Handi- 
caps. The well proportioned colt went to 
California with the Vanderbilt horses for 
the winter and won the San Carlos Handi- 
cap. After that, however, he was unable 
to do much, and returned East with one 
victory in six starts, 

The change of scenery evidently was 
all he needed. and Vanderbilt was $21,250 
richer by it. This brought Find’s earnings 
to $167,429 and one first-edition copy of 
The Hound of the Baskervilles. The lat- 
ter was an award for a race honoring the 
Baker Street Irregulars, a group of Sher- 
lock Holmes’ disciples, who are also in- 
terested in horses. 


OOPS. Friday was harder on men than 
horses. Two jockeys, Nick Wall and Eddie 
Arcaro, had the misfortune of being un- 
seated in the gate. Wall was on Duke 
Fanelli when the horse reared, threw him, 
and then stepped on his back coming out 
of the gate. It is pleasant to report that 
the 49-year-old athlete was not too seri- 
ously hurt. X-rays showed nothing more 
than a chipped vertebra. This would be 
terrible to anyone but Wall, whose string 
of injuries would put a Hollywood stunt 
man to shame. 

Arcaro injured his well known nose 
when he was knocked off Romaneen, The 
filly stumbled coming out of the gate and, 
in trying to recover, tossed her head in 
the air. Her head met Arcaro’s nose, and 
the rider fell to the track unconscious. 
Arcaro revived in the ambulance, and 
found that he had nothing more than a 
small cut on the bridge of his nose, which 
will stay sore for a few days. 

Arcaro, not confined by the spill, came 
back to ride the last two races of the 


card. Since he had tumbled from a 3-5 
favorite, there were some morons in the 
crowd who booed loudly when he reap- 
peared to complete his day’s riding as- 
signments. Arcaro’s two mounts lost, and, 
as one fellow put it, “I hope those guys 
who booed tapped out on those two losers.” 


THE KIDS. A brother and sister of an 
old friend appeared on the opening-day 
card, and it is a pleasure to say that one 
of them won. These were Mazinga and 
On Your Own, brother and sister of As- 
sault. The 6-year-old horse was able only 
to finish second, but On Your Own won 
her race, for 3-year-old fillies. From the 
appearance of the two Thoroughbreds and 
their trainer Max Hirsch it seems safe 
to speculate it must have been an excel- 
lent winter in Columbia, S. C. 


BOWING OUT 


One by one the Cain Hoy Stable’s best 
3-year-olds are bowing out of competition. 
Very early this year it was Black Star. 
once thought by trainer Eddie Hayward to 
be the equal of *Turn-to; late last month 
*Turn-to bowed a tendon, and Harry F. 
Guggenheim announced his retirement to 
stud; and this week a third Cain Hoy colt, 
Big Crest. thought to be Cain Hoy’s last 
Kentucky Derby possibility, bowed and 
was retired for the season. 

Said Hayward: “We've run out of Derby 
horses.” 


In New York, Guggenheim acknowl- 
edged he was having a run of poor luck. 
But, looking back on recent successes, he 
said he had no call to complain. 


STUD NEWS 


Broodmare of the Year 


Duval Headley’s Gaga, a 12-year-old 
mare by *Bull Dog—Alpoise, by Equi- 
poise, has been selected as “1953 brood- 
mare of the year” by the Kentucky Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association. 


Headley will receive a plaque at the 
association’s annual dinner. to be held at 
the Brown Hotel in Louisville on April 27, 
the night of the Derby Trial. 


Gaga has had only two foals to race— 
Aunt Jinny and Tom Fool. Aunt Jinny. 
now one of Headley’s broodmares, was 
foaled in 1948. At two she won the De- 
moiselle and Selima Stakes. and at three 
she won the Misty Isle Handicap. In three 
seasons of racing, she earned $106,020. 


Tom Fool, foaled in 1949, ranked at 
the top of his division at two, near the top 
at three, and at four last year he was un- 
beaten. He was voted “horse of the year” 
in all of the 1953 polls. 


Tom Fool’s stakes win include the San- 
ford, Grand Union Hotel, Futurity, East 
View, Wilson (twice), Whitney, and Sys- 
onby Stakes and the Jerome, Grey Lag. 
Empire City, Metropolitan, Suburban, Car- 
ter, and Brooklyn Handicaps. He also won 
the 1953 Pimlico Special. 

After Tom Fool, Gaga (and Headley) 
had several years of bad luck. In 1950, her 
foal was born dead. The next year she was 
barren, and in 1952, she lost her foal be- 
cause of virus abortion. 


Last year, she foaled a full sister to Tom 
Fool. This yearling filly now is at Head- 
ley’s Manchester Farm. Barren for the 
current season, Gaga has been bred to 
Menow. 


Gaga had only a moderate success as a 
racer. In three seasons she won seven of 
26 starts and earned $15,875. 

This is the eighth consecutive year that 
the KTBA has selected a “broodmare of 
the year.” Previous winners have been 
Bloodroot, Potheen, Our Page, Easy Lass, 
Hildene, *Alpenstock III, and Ace Card. 

The board which picked Gaga for the 
award: Wathen Knebelkamp, Roscoe 


Goose, and Charles Jones. 


Tilly Rose Dies 


Tilly Rose, a 6-year-old mare by Bull 
Brier—Tilly Kate, by Draymont, died last 
week after foaling a filly by Better Self at 
the Lexington branch of King Ranch. 
Farm manager J, Howard Rouse reported 
that the foal was saved. 

Bred by Reidinger Brothers, Lexington, 
Tilly Rose was sold at the 1949 Keeneland 
fall sales for $3,600 to Warren G. Doug- 
lass. Douglass did not start Tilly Rose 
until the fall of her 2-year-old season. She 
won her first start by ten lengths, her sec- 
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ond by five lengths. Douglass then sold 
her to King Ranch for $25,000. 


Tilly Rose was a stakes winner each of 
the two years she raced for King Ranch, 
At three she won a division of the Prioress 
Stakes, and at four she won a division of 
the Colonial Handicap. In three seasons of 
racing, she won seven of 23 starts and 
earned $45,017. She was retired to stud 
last year, and the Better Self filly was her 
first foal. 


*Turn-to to Stud in 1955 


Harry F. Guggenheim announced this 
week that *Turn-to was through with 
racing, that he would be retired to stud 
next year at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne 
Farm. Paris, Ky. There he will join an- 
other Guggenheim horse. the 1953 Ken- 
tucky Derby winner Dark Star, which was 
retired after the Preakness last year with 
two bowed tendons. 


Guggenheim’s statement: “Due to the 
recent injury sustained by *Turn-to. I have 
decided to end his racing career. He will 
be turned out until next winter when he 
will enter the stud at Arthur B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Farm for the 1955 breeding 


season.” 


Until *Turn-to bowed his left front 
tendon two weeks ago at Keeneland, he 
was a heavy favorite for the Kentucky 
Derby. He had won his only three races 
this year, including the Flamingo Stakes 
at Hialeah Park, Last year he won three 
of five starts. one on a disqualification, 
including the rich Garden State Stakes. 
At year’s end he was weighted at 126 
pounds, equal top weight with Porter- 
house, in the Experimental Handicap, and 
John B. Campbell designated him the colt 
most likely to succeed at three. In little 
more than one season of racing. he won 
six of eight starts and earned $280.032.

Controversy in Oregon 


The controversy between the Oregon 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association and 
the Oregon State Racing Commission con- 
tinued this week with no signs that either 
side was willing to give in. 

Two weeks ago the breeders association 
resolved that members would not race at 
any track under the jurisdiction of the 
Oregon commission unless two officials 
who had been appointed by the commis- 
sion were replaced. 


A public hearing was scheduled on 
April 5 by the commission to hear charges 
against Cecil Edwards, steward for the 
State at all dog and horse racing tracks, 
and Frank Clark, a placing judge at Port- 
land Meadows, the State’s major race 
track. 


On Saturday, April 3, two days before 
the hearing. Joseph Yoerger, president of 
the breeders association, said that no mem- 
ber of the association would attend the 
hearing. 

“The foremost tenet of this association is 
to foster horse racing on the highest pos- 
sible plane in the American concept of 
good sportsmanship, fair play, and equal 
treatment to all. 

“The Association does not intend to 
express any grievances publicly at the 
Oregon Racing Commission’s meeting 
scheduled for Monday, April 5. The com- 
mission knows and its several members 
have been apprised on numerous occa- 
sions of many incidents not in keeping 
with the ethics of high-type racing and the 
public interest. The association can not 
understand why, with this knowledge, the 
commission does not easily and readily 
restore the confidence of the breeders’ as- 
sociation,” Yoerger said. 


The same day that Yorger released his 
statement, he obtained support from Cecil 
Curl, one of the Oregon commissioners. 
Curl offered his resignation and said: 

“The facts pertaining to the resolution 
passed by the horseman’s association are 
of such general knowledge that I can not 
conceive of the other members of the 
racing commission not being aware of 
many of these facts, and some of them 
have been discussed in our meetings. 
Under these circumsiances, I can not find 
any reason for the racing commission to 
ask the horsemen or anyone else to file 
charges of any nature. I believe that it 
is the duty of the commission to correct 
unfavorable conditions without the horse- 
men requesting them to do so, and one 
other commissioner has supported me in 
this regard... . 

“For the reason that I do not wish to be 
a party to any unfairness, I have this day 
tendered my resignation as a member of 
the Oregon Racing Commission.” 


Dr. Frank Menne, chairman of the com- 
mission, said before the hearing that if 
no charges were made public Edwards and 
Clark would continue in their positions. 
Since no members of the breeders associa- 
tion appeared, Edwards and Clark were 
given a vote of confidence by the commis- 
sion. 

On the day of the commission hearing, 
William P. Kyne. general manager of 
Portland Meadows (and also Bay Mead- 
ows in California) announced that the 
Portland track would open May 12 as 
scheduled. Earlier, Kyne had said that he 
did not know if the track could operate 
without the support of the breeders asso- 
ciation, 

“We are positively going to race. We 
are not taking sides in this controversy. 
If the Thoroughbred breeders will not co- 
operate, we will have a quarter-horse meet- 
ing.” Kyne said. 


48 Per Cent 


The Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association, which recently released 
1953 purse-distribution figures for the na- 
tion’s race tracks (THE BLoop-Horse of 
March 27, page 750), has announced that 
it will attempt to force “delinquent” tracks 
to increase purse distribution. 

The procedure which the HBPA will 
follow was outlined this week in the April 
issue of the Horsemen’s Journal, official 
publication of the HBPA: 


The chairman of the national purse committee 
will notify by registered mail the president of 
each division in which a track is located that has 
paid in 1953 an average purse distribution less 
than the national average purse distribution per- 
centage of 45.04% for 1953. Subsequently, the divi- 
sional president will in turn notify the national 
purse committee chairman at least 30 days prior 
to the opening of the ‘delinquent track of the 
efforts of the division to bring this track’s purse 
schedule in line, and would clear any final agree- 
ment with this track for 1954 through the na- 
tional purse committee. 

It is emphasized that the 1953 national average 
of 45.04% (excluding breakage) is not the ulti- 
mate goal for purse distribution. The national 
purse committee has not as yet attempted to 
finally ascertain an equitable and practical top 
percentage. However, it is the opinion of the com- 
mittee, derived from past experience and a careful 
analysis of financial statements from race track op- 
eration, that under normal circumstances purse 
distribution amounting to less than 48% of the 
track’s share of the mutuel play is not equitable. 
Each division should therefore endeavor to “bring 
their purses to this figure as quickly as possible. 


Hiram NUCKOLS 


Nuckols Takes Keeneland Job 


Hiram Nuckols, one of three brothers 
who own Hurstland Farm, Midway, Ky.. 
this week was appointed assistant general 
manager of Keeneland Race Course, Gen- 
eral manager W. T. Bishop said Nuckols 
would be a full-time “member of the 
family.” 

When he accepted the job, the 29-year- 
old breeder resigned his membership on 
the board of directors of the Keeneland 
Association. a position he had held since 
he was elected to replace his father. 
Charles Nuckols Sr., who died in 1951. 

Nuckols is Keeneland’s first assistant 
general manager. 


HBPA Deductions in N. Y. 


The four New York racing associations 
have agreed to deduct contributions to the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation from purses won by HBPA 
members. 


Commenting on the agreement, Irving 
Gushen, HBPA president, said it was 
“just another example of what can be 
accomplished by friendly negotiations 
based on mutual understanding and a sin- 
cere desire to co-operate.”

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Dr. Charles Strub on Taxation: 
It’s Racing’s Biggest Threat 


The following is the text of an address 
prepared by Dr. Charles H. Strub, execu- 
tive vice president of Santa Anita Park, 
and read at a dinner in Lexington April 7 
of the Thoroughbred Club of America. Be- 
cause illness kept Dr. Strub from appear- 
ing in person, his talk was read by George 
Swinebroad, retiring president of the club. 


At a previous meeting such as this you 
gentlemen of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America heard remarks on the problems 
of the sport of Thoroughbred horse racing. 
Two statements among several important 
observations I would like now to recall. 

“The public is entitled to all the com- 
forts racing can afford.” the speaker told 
this group. Again he noted that the only 
way to improve public relations is “to im- 
prove facilities at the race tracks and to 
run the sport cleanly and honestly.” 

Twice the speaker strikes a dominant 
chord—with which all farsighted men in 
racing are in complete harmony—that the 
first concern of Thoroughbred racing must 
be that of the public. Greater services; 
expanded conveniences; more modern fa- 
cilities—everything in keeping with what 
we like to call “The Sport of Kings.” 

We are in a business of entertainment 
just as surely as any other enterprise for 
which a person must pay an admission to 
become a witness and a participant. If we 
once forget this and start taking the 
public for granted, then will the days of 
racing be numbered. 

I have been proud during my 20 years 
of association with Los Angeles Turf Club, 
Inc., that we have been able to set goals— 
and to maintain them—for the increased 
development of our plant at Santa Anita 
Park to the end that the ordinary racing 
fan will be able to better enjoy his day 
at the races. Increased seating. more beau- 
tiful surroundings, the adoption of the 
most modern facilities for his greater re- 
laxation and comfort and entertainment— 
yes, in the grandstand just as well as in 
the Turf Club. All these have been pos- 
sible because of a continuing program of 
reinvestment of profits into the estab 
lishment. 

The response by the public to this pro- 
gram has brought the sport of Thorough- 
bred horse racing in Southern California 
to what I consider an unparalleled posi- 
tion of eminence. ip 

It is a program which has enabled the 
payment of maximum purses to horsemen, 
the establishment of lucrative stakes sched- 
ules, the construction of a turf course with 
a completely new concept. 

Now. we in Southern California are not 
alone in this attitude of progressive man 


agement. It is in evidence at many another 
race track. I don’t believe there is a single 
person of responsibility in our sport who 
doesn’t agree with this policy. It is a con- 
cern of us all. It is our common goal. 

But it is a goal which requires the rein- 
vestment of adequate earnings into our 
plants. 

You cannot build new grandstands, you 
cannot beautify your grounds, you cannot 
install modern conveniences, you cannot 
pay rich purses, without capital. You can- 
not obtain needed working capital for all 
these items to the advantage of the public 
and horsemen without adequate earnings. 
And you cannot acquire adequate earnings

if you are throttled by unsound, over-ex- 
panded and uneconomic programs of tax- 
ation. 


Gentlemen—the threat of increased tax- 
ation to the stability of our sport is a very 
real one, It is our biggest problem today. 

No one is opposed to fair taxation, All 
of us in our great land assume our fair 
proportion of the burdens of representa- 
tive government through taxation. 

But unfair taxation, based on false rea- 
soning and unsound economics which 
ignores the point of diminishing returns 
can be disastrous—both to the source from 
which the taxes are obtained and likewise 
to the agency of government which-collects 
them. 

Pari-mutuel pools are not an inexhaus- 
tible source of taxes as some politicians 
might want to believe. Continuing inroads 
of taxation must, at some point, make it 
thoroughly impractical and _ unattractive 
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for the racing fan to continue his atten- 
dance and his pariicipation. And when 
that time arrives, it doesn’t matter how 
high the tax rate may be set or how di- 
verse its application, revenue must neces- 
sarily decline. 

The analogy of killing the goose that 
laid the golden egg then seems rather 
appropriate. 

The trend is unmistakable. 

Take the experience of Santa Anita as 
an example. 

In 1934-35, the first year of the track’s 
existence, all taxes—city, county, state and 
federal—amounted to 30 per cent of the 
total revenue. In 1940-41 this total tax 
figure had reached 3514 per cent—and by 
1951-52 it had soared to 50 per cent of 
the total revenue. 


Meantime, the net income of the corpor- 
ation has been steadily reduced in per- 
centage to where it stands at a nominal 
seven per cent of the total revenue. 


Often a comparison is made in terms of 
present-day inflated dollars to the net 
worth of a racing association based on 
book value, using historical costs of as- 
sets acquired at various times when a dol- 
lar had an entirely different value. This is 
not a true or honest comparison of the 
real return on the investment, 


If any comparison is made to profit dol- 
lars of investment, this comparison should 
be made to the present-day value of the 
investment. So let me again point to the 
circumstances at Santa Anita for an appli- 
cation. 


The present value of the land and the 
replacement cost of the racing plant at 
Santa Anita Park is approximately $12.- 
500,000. Working capital necessary for the 
conduct of racing operations at the track 
amounts to at least $1,500,000. This results 
in a figure of $14,000,000, to which the net 
income of the corporation and the divi- 
dends to the stockholders should be com- 
pared in determining whether or not there 
has been a reasonable return on the in- 
vestment. 

For a number of years, the cash divi- 
dends paid by Los Angeles Turf Club, 
Inc.. to its stockholders have amounted 
to $1.000.000 each year. A dividend of 
this amount on $14,000,000 would be 7.14 
per cent, which is certainly a modest re- 
turn on an investment in this type of busi- 
ness. 

Not only should the net income>from 
racing be sufficient to provide for pay- 
ment of reasonable dividends, but these 
profits should be sufficient to make possible 
the retention of earnings for expansion of 
the plant and facilities. It has been the 
policy at Santa Anita Park to retain a 
portion of the profits from the conduct of 
racing in the business to increase its in- 
vestment in the plant and facilities for the 
public. 

In this connection, it should be borne

In the Peter Clark Handicap, Determine became 
the first Kentucky Derby contender to carry as 
much as 126 pounds this year. He handled his im- 
post well, coming on in the stretch to win by a 
head from Fault Free, which was geting 17 pounds. 

Allied, Determine’s stablemate, set the pace until 
the stretch turn, with Fault Free second and De- 
termine third. Fault Free took .the lead from 
Allied, but he was unable to hold off Determine. 
Allied dropped back to third, three and a _ half 
lengths behind Fault Free. Calumet Farm’s Arro- 
gate, second highweight with 120 pounds, finished 
fourth. 

Determine has Been busier this year than most 
of the other Derby candidates (the Peter Clark 
was his sixth 1954 start), and trainer Willie 
Molter said he planned two more races before the 
Derby. Molter said that Determine needed races to 
stay in condition, because the colt refused ‘to ex- 
tend himself in morning workouts. The Bay Mead- 
ows Derby on April 17 will be his next effort, and 
the Derby Trial at Churchill Downs on April 27 
will follow. 


DETERMINE AFTER THE Peter CLARK HANpicap 


Molter said jockey Ray York held Determine 
back in the Peter Clark to allow Allied to get 
the early lead. “But I think I made a mistake,” 
Molter added. “In the future we will let Deter- 
mine run his own race. If he can go to the front 
at the start, we will let him go and open up a 
big lead. I don’t think anyone will catch him from 
behind.” 


The Peter Clark, Determine’s fifth stakes win 
this year, boosted his earnings to $139,950, which 
is more than any other horse has earned in 1954. 
His previous stakes victories were in the San Ga- 
briel Stakes, the Santa Anita Derby, and the San 
Felipe and San Jose Handicaps. In his other start, 
he finished second to James Session in the San 
Vicente Stakes. 


Determine’s pedigree and family particulars were 
given in THE Bioop-Horse of January 30, page 297.

White Skies, one of the best sprinters in 1953, 
proved that he had not lost his form by winning 
the Paumonok Handicap under top weight of 130 
pounds. It was the first time since 1945 that a 
horse had won the Paumonok while carrying as 
much as 130 pounds. 

White Skies led from the start. Entering the 
stretch, Laffango pulled even with him, and the 
two horses stayed together through the last fur- 
long. White Skies won by a nose. Cold Command, 
a slow starter, closed well to get third; two and 
a half lengths behind Laffango. 

Foaled April 8, 1949, at the Nuckols Brothers’ 
Hurstland Farm, Midway, Ky., White Skies was 
sold at the 1950 Keeneland summer sales for 


$7,500 to W. M. Wickham, tobacco warehouse 
owner of Bloomfield, Ky. 


In three starts as a 2-year-old, White Skies won 
one race. The next year he won eight of 17 starts, 
including the Pageant and Princeton Handicaps. He 
reached his peak form in the fall of 1953, when 
he won four sprint stakes with increasingly heavier 
weight—the TRA Stakes and the Interborough 
(126), New Rochelle (128), and Sport Page (130) 
Handicaps. 

The Paumonok was his second start this year. 
His first was an overnight handicap at Gulfstream 
Park, which he won easily under 128 pounds. 

White Skies is the first stakes winner this year 
for Sun Again, which stands at Calumet Farm, 


Lexington. Milk Dipper, dam of White Skies, 
foaled a full sister to him on March 7 at 
Hurstland.

To Pay for a Trip 


John H. Clark. Lexington trader, train- 
er, and owner, said this week that W. C. 
Partee. of Magnolia. Ark., would exercise 
his option to buy Clark’s 3-year-old colt 
Winning Count by April 8. 

Clark paid $800 for Winning Count at 
a paddock sale last fall at Belmont Park. 
Since that time. the colt has won three of 
eight races. placed in two others, including 
second in the Arkansas Derby. and earned 
$10,100, Clark said he sold the colt for 
a “substantial profit.” 

The profit was almost by accident. Late 
last summer Clark began shopping around 
for a filly to replace his good mare Quiz 
Song. When the Fasig-Tipton Company’s 
catalogue for its Belmont sale came out, 
he found a *Bernborough filly, Gainsboro 
Girl. listed as part of the Velvet Acres dis- 
persal. and flew to New York to make a 
bid. The bidding went over his head. 

“Heck, I’ve got to buy something to pay 
for this trip,” Clark said, and he started 
looking around for a second choice. He 
found it in a group of entries offered by 
C. V. Whitney. 

“Tt was a little old colt which couldn’t 
have weighed 700 pounds, but I liked him. 
They said in the ring that he had wind 
trouble—windbroken or something like 
that. Then I noticed the colt had bucked 
his shins, and I said to Syl Veitch. ‘If this 
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colt can run fast enough to buck his shins, 
I think I'll take a chance of him.’ Syl said 
the colt had had pneumonia last year, too, 
Anyhow, I liked him, so I got him.” 

A month after the sale Winning Count 
(Count Fleet—Bride Cake) won a $5,000 
claiming race at Belmont Park. Since then, 
he’s won two other races and finished a 
length away in the Arkansas Derby. 


Gottlieb Sells Out 


Tinkham Veale II last week announced 
the purchase of the Kay-Gee racing stable, 
owned by Dr. S. D. Gottlieb, of Washing- 
ton, D, C. Seventeen horses, five of them 
stakes winners, were included in the sale. 

Frank I. Wright, trainer for the Kay- 
Gee horses, said that Dr. Gottlieb, who is 
confined to a Washington hospital, is re- 
tiring from racing because of his health. 
Veale said that Wright would continue to 
train the horses. -

already has a stable trained by F. D. 
Christmas. He said that Christmas would 
keep the horses that he has.

Sportsman’s Park Ready to Go; 
An Emphasis on Distance Tests 


CHIcAGo 

Horses are arriving daily at Sportsman’s 

Park where the Chicago racing season 

opens on April 26 with a five-day charity 

meeting. The regular spring meeting at 

the Cicero half-mile track begins on May 1 
for a run of 16 days. 


Racing secretary Robert P. McAuliffe 
says he has allotted stalls for 1,100 horses. 

“This spring we will have better horses 
than Sportsman’s Park ever had before,” 
McAuliffe said. “Our minimum purse is 
$2.500. Our minimum claiming price also 
is $2,500.” 

Sportsman’s Park presents no stakes, 
but purses will range up to the $10,000 
Sportsman’s Park Handicap, a one and 
one-sixteenth mile feature on May 15, 
final Saturday of the meeting. There will 
be a seven-furlong Inaugural Handicap 
with a purse of $7,500 on opening day, 
April 26. The Spring Handicap, also seven 
furlongs. on May 1 carries a like purse. 

At every spring meeting McAuliffe 
names a feature race for “The Horse” of 
the preceeding year. The 1954 feature, the 
Tom Fool Handicap, at a mile and one- 
sixteenth, will have a $7,500 purse. 

While the trend at some of the big 
tracks is toward shorter races, Sports- 
man’s Park continues to place consider- 
able emphasis on middle distance and 
longer events. This spring the half-mile 
track will have an endurance series (its 
own designation) of three feature races 
to be run consecutively on the three Wed- 
nesdays of the regular meeting. 

Each of these races, designated as En- 
durance Handicaps No. 1, 2, and 3, will 
carry a purse of $5,000, for which horses 
of $6,000 class will be eligible to run. Dis- 
tances of these races on May 5, 12, and 
19 will be a mile and one-sixteenth, mile 
and one-eighth, mile and three-eighths. 

In the matter of improvements this year, 
Sportsman’s Park joined the march with 
Chicago’s larger tracks, all of which have 
made important additions to their plants. 
The Cicero track is completing a new 
grandstand section with a frontage of 180 
feet, extending almost to the paddock and 
covering what formerly was a large ce- 
ment-paved lawn between the old stands 
and the paddock. Plans for next winter 
include demolition of the old grandstand 
and construction of a new one, it is said. 

While on the subject of improvements 
it might be weil to add that Cahokia 


Downs, the new southern Illinois track 


near East St. Louis, is far ahead of sched- 
ule. In many respects, the plant has grown 


beyond early specifications. Cahokia 
Downs’ own meeting opens July 27, but 
the barns will be ready for occupancy by 
some of the horses racing at nearby Fair- 
mount Park, which opens May 6. 

Due to the vagaries of the calendar and 
the provisions of the Illinois racing law, 
which this year cut six days from the reg- 
ular Chicago season, Sportsman’s Park is 
the only Illinois track which opens on a 
Monday. Because of the Illinois Racing 
Board’s efforts to equalize the loss of 
days, the cut-backs resulted in mid-week 
openings for all tracks except Sportsman’s 
Park, which annually opens the Chicago 
season. 

Chicago’s major racing season opens on 
May 20 at rebuilt Lincoln Fields, at Crete. 
In addition to the new grandstand, pad- 
dock. and many other improvements, two 
new barns have been built at Lincoln 
Fields. Even so. the popular Crete plant, 
dark since 1942. will not be able to ac- 
commodate all those who wish to race there. 
General manager Peter J. O’Donnell said 
arrangements have been made to stable 
the overflow at Washington Park. which 
will be open to receive horses on May 1. 
Reservations have been made for about 
1.600 horses for the Lincoln Fields meet- 
ing. O'Donnell said.

On a “False Impression” 


(From Frank E. Butzow, Chicago.) 


From Harry Sheer, director of publicity 
for Arlington-Washington Parks, I have 
received a carbon copy of a letter to THE 
Bioop-HorsE objecting to one sentence in 
my article of March 27 about the new rules 
of the Illinois Racing Board. The sentence 
in question dealt specifically with the 
board’s action in deleting part of a former 
rule which barred minors under 16 years 
of age from the backstretch. 


This sentence read as follows: “Jessopp 
said the opposition of his clients was based 
entirely on the insurance and _ liability 
question.” It referred to Dudley S. Jes- 
sopp, attorney for Arlington-Washington 
Parks. Mr. Sheer says the sentence created 
a “false impression.” 

Any fair-minded person who attended 
the hearing or who read the transcript of 
the meeting can have but one impression, 
namely that the objection of Arlington- 
Washington Parks to deletion of the old 


rule was based solely and entirely on the 
question of insurance and liability. The 
entire discussion was predicated on and 
revolved around that phase of the matter. 

The “impression” created was aptly de- 
scribed by Paul Serdar, chairman of the 
board, when he said at the conclusion of 
the discussion: “I think it boils down to 
a dollar and cents proposition, the in- 
surance rates. We will table it (the ob- 
jection) for the time being and take it 
under advisement.” (Quoted from the 
transcript). 

Earlier in the discussion the following 
exchanges took place: 


SERDAR: Can you come up with anything, Mr. 
Jessopp, in any way, that we can open this ‘o 
participation of the youth? 

JESSOPP: I, quite frankly, cannot. I would be 
glad if we could open it up for responsible parties. 
- . » We would be very glad to have a rule that 
responsible people can bring their children in. 

SERDAR: Are there any of you that feel there 
is any moral risk, or any risk other than a physical 
one, to the presence of children on the back- 
stretch? 

JESSOPP: I feel there is no moral risk. Well, 
I think maybe you are a little oversensitive on the 
moral risk. 

SERDAR: I certainly would not feel too bad if 
your rates went up a little bit, because I think 
the benefit to your own organization over a period 
of years would be much greater than the slight 
increase in insurance rates. 

JESSOPP: Let me tell you what happened on 
the rates after that last child incident. The rates 
went up from 70 cents to $1.45. 


Mr. Jessopp brought along an insurance 
agent to bolster his opposition. At one 
point in the hearing Mr. Jessopp declared: 
“A parent cannot release liability on his 
minors.” 

Mr. Sheer says: “Arlington-Washington 
did not object to the rule on the basis of 
increased rates.” 

I am obliged to declare with emphasis 
that statement is positively and utterly un- 
true. The whole tenor of the opposition 
dealt repeatedly with the question of in- 
surance and liability. No person remained 
in doubt on that score. 

If Arlington-Washington have any other 
objections, what are they? 

It was for the purpose of putting Ar- 
lington-Washington in the light of having 
no silly or ridiculous objection, or any ob- 
jection other than the matter of liability 
and its possible increased costs, that the 
sentence which Mr. Sheer now disputes 
was written. 

Apparently that motive was not appre- 
ciated, It would be interesting if Mr. Sheer 
now would explain why he strained so 
hard in this instance in an effort to create 
an issue.

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How to Register Your Horses 


The following report is from a talk 
made by Mrs. Lillian Breannan, registrar 
of The Jockey Club, at the annual Stud 
Managers Course in Lexington. The sec- 
ond part of Mrs. Brennan’s talk, dealing 
with naming horses, will appear here next 
week, 


PART ONE 


I have been asked to speak about the 
registration of Thoroughbred horses. It is 
a subject in which all of us are vitally 
interested. The purpose of this hour is to 
try to iron out the most common registra- 
tion problems, not only those of The 
Jockey Club registration office, but of 
yours as well. I shall try to go over the 
complete registration procedure as clearly 
and concisely as possible and still leave 
enough time at the end of this period to 
answer your questions, provided I know 
the answers. 


Mrs BRENNAN 


To start, it might be well to give you 
some idea of the volume of work and the 
duties of the registration office. The work 
is handled by a staff of 10 people. We 
register and name annually between 8,500 
and 9,000 new Thoroughbred foals, all of 
which are born on the North American 
continent, including the United States, 
Canada, Mexico, Cuba, and even one in 
Alaska. Between 300 and 350 horses are 
imported from abroad each year and they 
also must be registered. Some 200 to 250 
horses are exported. We issue duplicate 
certificates by the dozens, and about 1,200 
corrected certificates annually. We write 
approximately 20,000 letters a year, most 
of them asking for information which you 
should have sent in the first place. We 
also compile and publish the American 
Stud Book and its annual supplements, 
and that is a tremendous task in itself, 


The first responsibility in the registra- 
tion of a Thoroughbred horse lies with 
the owner of the stallion. He is required 
to report every Thoroughbred mare which 
is covered by his stallion. The report 
should be filed as soon as possible after 
the close of the breeding season and should 
include the names of the owners of the 
mares as well as all dates of service. The 
report should be signed by the stallion 
owner or his authorized representative. 
Right here I want to stress the importance 
of keeping accurate stallion records. It is 
amazing to find out how many stallion 
owners keep their records in a slipshod 
way. They may write the date a mare is 
bred on the calendar on the barn wall. and 
then comes the end of the month and 
someone tears the page off the calendar 
and throws it away and there goes the 
record. Or maybe they write it on the 
barn wall, and one afternoon somebody 
else paints the barn, and then there is no 
record. Those things have actually hap- 


pened. So please get some kind of note- 
book and keep your Tecords, and keep them 
accurately. 


After you have sent in a report to the 
office of The Jockey Club, don’t throw 
away your records. Keep them for a year, 
Some question may come up which will 
require you to refer to them, and if you've 
thrown them away you certainly can’t 
refer to them. The stallion owner should 
also furnish a service certificate, I’m sure 
you are all familiar with that pesky little 
piece of paper. This service certificate 
must be completed and it must show all 
the breeding dates, which must agree with 
the breeding dates that are shown on the 
large report. If there is any discrepancy 
between the dates, it means another letter 
to you and a reply from you before the foal 
can be registered. The service certificate 
also must be signed, and the signature 
should agree with the signature on the 
original report, Those signatures are 
checked and the dates are checked. We’ve

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had a lot of complaints from. stallion 
owners about people losing these certifi- 
cates, so I can’t overstress the importance 
of keeping them. Don’t send the certificate 
to us until it is time to register the foal. 
At that time put it with the application 
form and send it to us. But until that time 
put it some place where you can find it 
when you want it. 

If the stallion is coming into stud for 
the first time, or if it is his first season 
under your ownership, he must be identi- 
fied on the back of the stallion form, The 
instructions are very clear; there should 
be no question about his identification. I’m 
sorry you don’t all have these forms for 
reference at this time, but I think most of 
you are familiar with them, particularly if 
you own a stallion. 

Now. assuming that the mare has been 
bred and gets through her pregnancy safe- 
ly and has her foal and it survives all the 
hazards of the first few months of life, the 
time comes to register the foal with The 
Jockey Club. The registration must be 
made by October 31 of the year of foaling 
in order to register at the $10 rate. As you 
know, the registration is essential. You 
should not buy a horse without registra- 


tion papers. And no horse may race on any 
recognized track without a_ registration 
certificate, 


All of you. I am sure, are experienced 
horsemen. But when it comes to the paper 
work, especially a form like an applica- 
tion for registration, it seems to frighten 
people. They look at it and say, “Oh, I can 
never do that.” [A slide depicting a regis- 
tration application was projected onto a 
screen at this time.] At the top of the 
application you will notice it says: “Ad- 
dress all communications to the Registry 
Office of The Jockey Club, 250 Park Ave- 
nue, New York 17, N. Y. To register at 
the $10 rate, application must be com- 
pleted on or before October 31st of the 
year of birth.” One woman this year sent 
in $5 with her application and said we 
had never notified her that the fee was 
$10. Yet it says $10 right on the applica- 
tion form. Notice that up at the top it says, 
“Please print. Do not use pencil.” And it 
means just that. We have some eight girls 
typing certificates from these applications, 
They are not at all familiar with your 
name, so if you will print it there will be 
no question as to the spelling of it, and 
less chance of mistakes. On the first line.

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show the owner of the foal. If you own the 
foal, print your name and your correct 
address. 

On the second line, show the breeder 
(the owner of the mare at the time the 
foal was dropped). If you also owned the 
mare when the foal was born, put down 
ditto marks, That’s all you need do. The 
same for your address. And if you still 
own the mare, put down another set of 
ditto marks. Now if you have bought the 
mare and the foal from Mr. Jones, for 
example, but you did not own her when the 
foal was dropped, put your name on the 
top line, Mr. Jones’ name on the second 
line, and your name on the third line. 

The next is important—give the state 
and country where the foal was dropped. 
That information is carried on every regis- 
tration certificate. For you people down 
here in Lexington, you merely put Ken- 
tucky, U. S. A. The name of the owner of 
the stallion should go on the proper line. 
All the information should be printed. You 
may claim a name at the time of registra- 
tion, or you may wait until after the foal 
is registered, That is up to you. I will go 
into the naming situation a little later on. 

Next comes the color of the foal, and 
right here we run into trouble. What color 
is the foal? Please don’t forget that we 
in the registry office of The Jockey Club 
do not see the horse. You see the horse, 
but we see only this form. If you say it is 
bay. we make it bay. I know there is a 
great deal of difficulty in telling the differ- 
ence between bay and brown, but that is 
something that you experienced horsemen 
will have to decide for yourselves. I can’t 
sit at a desk at 250 Park Avenue and tell 
you whether your horse is bay or brown 
or chestnut. But I do remember a little 
incident a couple of years ago when I was 
out visiting one of the farms nearby and 
a weanling was brought out. I was chatting 
with some of the other guests and I turned 
around and took a quick glance at the 
little colt and said, “Well, anyone can see 
that that’s a chestnut.” The minute the 
word was out of my mouth I realized that 
it was a bay. 


The next space on the form is for desig- 
nating the sex. You say there’s no difficulty 
about that. But dozens of forms come back 
every year because it turns out to be a 
filly rather than a colt, And please don’t 
use the letter “M” in that space. That 
could mean either “male” or “mare.” Use 
“filly” or “colt.” 

The date of foaling should be a matter 
of record and requires no explanation. 
Now fill in the name and pedigree of the 
sire and dam in the proper spaces. Then 
the color and the age of the dam, If she 
was bred for next year, put that informa- 
tion in the appropriate space. Another 
space is for the identification of the dam. 
By identification we mean name, age, sex, 
sire, dam. color, markings, history of prior 
ownership, and tattoo number. After you

have given the name of the dam, her sire 
and dam, her color and age above, then 
draw in the markings of the mare and 
please take them from the mare herself, 
not from her registration certificate. If she 
has any additional scars or brands which 
were not reported when she was first regis- 
tered, we want them noted. We add them 
to our record and they serve as additional 
identification in the future. The identifica- 
tion of the mare is made when you regis- 
ter her first foal, or her first foal under 
your ownership. Once the mare has been 
identified, and if she remains under your 
ownership, you need not bother with that 
part of the application. Just leave it blank. 

Below the diagrams is a space for his- 
tory of ownership. and that alone seems to 
be terribly confusing to many people. It is 
not necessary to trace the ownership all 
the way back to the original owner. If you 
buy a mare and she has had a previous 
foal, all you need do is put in the name 
of the person who registered the previous 
foal. That is far enough back, If she has 
never had a foal. but she has raced, give 
the name of the person who raced her, 
prior to your ownership, on a recognizec 
race track. We accept that as sufficient 
history of ownership. If she has never 
raced and never had a foal, then you 
must trace her all the way back to the 
original breeder. 


In the lower lefthand corner we have a 
space for the mare’s lip tattoo number. 
Please look at the mare’s upper lip and 
list the number as closely as you can de- 
cipher it. It is not used as identification by 
itself, but taken in conjunction with the 
markings and the history of ownership it 
is an aid in identification. 


The face of the application form is now 
complete, except for your signature, Please 
sign it. Many of them come in with no 
signature. Put down on the proper line the 
address to which you wish the certificate 
forwarded. Many people will put their 
farm address on the application and then 
write a letter saying please send my certifi- 
cate to my business office in Cincinnati. 
Well, the letter of course is filed away in 
the correspondence file, and the applica- 
tion is filed with the application forms. 
and we then have to cross out one address 
and write in the other one, So put down 
the address where’ you want us to send 
your certificate. 

As far as the stallion service certificates 
are concerned, many of you attach them 
to the top of the application form, right 
over the perforated holes at the top of 
the form. Please don’t do that. We file 
these forms in looseleaf binders and the 
holes are put there for just that purpose. 
If you staple the service certificate to the 
top of the form, the certificate must be 
removed before we can put the application

away. That doesn’t sound like much of a 
task, I'll admit, but about two weeks ago 
a batch of 28 applications came in. Each 
one had six pictures attached to it, and 
one service certificate. There were three 
staples in each picture, Three pictures 
were stapled across the top and three were 
stapled across the bottom, where it says, 
“Do Not Write in These Spaces.” The 
service certificate was stapled across the 
face of the application so that none of 
the information could be seen. When you 
multiply 20 staples on each application by 
28 applications, it’s a mere matter of 
taking out 560 staples and putting them 
all back in again before you can file the 
application away, and that takes a lot of 
time. When you staple the service certifi- 
cate to the application, staple it so that it 
covers nothing but the diagram of the mare 
on the front of the application. If you 
must staple it. put it so that it covers 
just that part. If you can’t put it there, 
then use a paper clip or a pin and we 
will put it on ourselves. This may sound 
trivial, but it’s the cause of much aggrava- 
tion on October 31. 

May we see the other side of that com- 
plicated form? On the back side of the 
form we have space for drawing the mark- 
ings of the foal. Here we run into trouble. 
One man wrote and said, “I’m sending 


pictures, because I don’t draw good.” Well, 
I don’t “draw good” either, I’m willing to 
admit, and I think a good many of us are 
in the same boat, but do the best you can. 
Put in a complete written description at 
the top. There is space for that at the top 
of the form, Write down every white mark- 
ing that is on the foal. Don’t omit any- 
thing, even if it is only one white hair. If 
you do omit something. the identifier at the 
race track will be sure to find it and won’t 
let your horse start. Put in any body mark- 
ings. Of course we don’t start with the 
body; we start with the head. The head is 
taken first, from top to bottom. We might 
have only a star. We like that kind. And 
don’t forget that when you are looking at 
the horse from the front. your left hand is 
facing the horse’s right side. That is one 
of the most common causes of mistakes in 
taking markings. The horse’s right side is 
your left side. Walk around the horse in 
a systematic manner, scanning his head 
from top to bottom and his upper and 
lower lips. Then walk to your right. to the 
horse’s left front leg. and put down any 
markings which that may have, Then go to 
the left hind leg and describe it as pastern 
or ankle or half stocking, full stocking. 
higher in back, half pastern or white spot 
on the heel or whatever it might happea 
to be. Next mark the right hind foot. Then 
the right fore foot. so that you end up 
standing in front of the horse, just where 
you started. I’m sure there will be some 


questions about this later, so I think that 
will be sufficient for it now. 


While we are on the subject of markings 
of horses, I want to recommend a book that 
has been printed by the California Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association, It is called 
The Registration Manual for Thorough- 
bred Breeders and Owners. It is excellent. 
It is the best thing that I have ever seen 
on the subject. It is written clearly and 
concisely. It is illustrated beautifully. It 
costs a dollar, but I think it’s very well 
worth it. The Jockey Club recommends it 
and I think it would be advisable for each 
of you to have at least one copy. and if 
you have a large farm it might be well to 
have more than one, because it illustrates 
all of our forms. It tells you what steps to 
go through to complete them, I’m just jeal- 
ous because Mr. Jackson out in California 
got to it before I did. 

We also have reports of barren mares 
and of deaths and geldings. Those may be 
sent in at any time, not at the end of the 
year or any special time, but whenever you 
have a chance to do it. The earlier you 
send them in the more complete our rec- 
ords are, and the fewer letters we will have 
to write to you asking for the informa- 
tion. I didn’t mention in discussing the 
application form that if your foal is a 
twin, please put that down, too. And let 
us know what happened to the other twin 
if only one is registered. They both should 
be on record.

in mind that these profits are after paying . 


all federal and state taxes based on in- 
come. In other words, these are amounts 
which could have been paid to stockhold- 
ers in further dividends, 

This policy has resulted in the tremen- 
dously increased volume of  pari-mutuel 
wagering and the resulting direct increase 
in revenue for the State of California. the 
very large increase in the purses paid to 
horse owners, and the very substantial in- 
crease in employment and in wages paid 
to employees. 

But the increase in the size of operations 
and the volume of pari-mutuel wagering at 
Santa Anita Park has not reflected itself in 
any increase in the income to the corpora- 
tion. The average net income from racing 
operations during the five-year period 
through the 1954 meeting. when the aver- 
age daily gross handle ranged from ap- 
proximately $1,528,000 to approximately 
$2.185.000. was almost exactly the same as 
the net income from racing operations in 
the first seven years, 1935 through 1941, 
when the average daily gross handle 
ranged from approximately $244,000 to 
approximately $707,000. 

Actually. considering the decreased 
value of the dollar, the corporation real- 
ized a smaller profit on a many times 
larger volume and with a greatly increased 
investment. 

On the other hand, the direct revenue to 
the State of California increased in direct 
proportion to the increase in pari-mutuel 
wagering—from approximately $635,000 
in the 1934-35 meeting to approximately 
$6.865.000 in the 1952-53 meeting. 

Income has remained practically con- 
stant while state tax revenue has increased 
by close to 1,000 per cent. 

And yet in this most recent session of 
our State Legislature, bills were intro- 
duced to increase the tax from 13 per cent 
to 15 per cent of the handle, with the addi- 
tional 2 per cent going to the State, and 
to reduce the commissions and increase 
the tax rates in brackets above $40,000,000 
handle. which would affect only the two 
larger race tracks in the State. Also 
these proposals would have approximately 
doubled the state revenue from breakage, 
and added a state admissions tax of 20 
cents on top of existing municipal and 
federal admissions taxes. 

In one eastern state, a great metropoli- 
tan state, the race track plants are be- 
coming run down. Plans have been out- 
lined for the improvement of their existing 
deteriorated structures, or the construction 
of a new modern venture on a joint basis, 
But funds are not available for such in- 
vestment, And, from what I understand, 
there is ho immediate prospect of their 
availability because future earnings from 
such investments would be insufficient to 
the tracks under existing low commission 
rates,

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The total deduction from the pari-mutuel 
pools in that state is a high 15 per cent, 
plus breakage. The volume of wagering 
- in relation to this state’s vast population 
is appreciably less than in other states 
because of this discouraging cut into the 
public’s winnings, as well as the inability 
of the tracks to modernize their plants. 

Not only is excessive taxation on racing 
an evil, but discriminatory taxation within 
racing itself is to be deplored. In Cali- 
fornia the tax rate on pari-mutuel pools 
rises and the track’s commission drops 
progressively as the amount of the handle 
grows during the race meeting. The effect 
of this sliding scale of taxation is dis- 
criminatory in that the two largest tracks 
in the state, already contributing by far 
the most in taxes to the state, are assessed 
even more in comparison to the other 
race tracks operating under the same laws, 


For example, a track with a total handle 
for the season of $27,000,000 enjoys an 
over-all commission of approximately 8.86 
per cent, while the over-all: state tax 
amounts to approximately 4.89 per cent. 
But for a track with a total handle of 
$100,000,000, the over-all commission 
drops to approximately 7.5 per cent while 
the state’s over-all tax increases to ap- 
proximately 6.25 per cent. 

For a number of years all proposed 
California legislation dealing with the re- 
duction of the track’s commissions from 
pari-mutuel wagering would have applied 


solely to the two largest tracks in the 
state. If these bills had become law, this 
existing discrimination in tax application 
would be even more pronounced. In fact, 
taxation is being utilized to penalize suc- 
cessful operations. 

The eager elective official, looking for 
new sources of revenue, always seems to 
overlook the peculiar position of a race 
track enterprise as to economic risk for 
the investor. 

Capital structural improvements are use- 
able only for racing. Grandstands can be 
used for no other practical purpose, as 
our neighbors in Nevada discovered last 
year when, after the collapse of a racing 
enterprise, they futilely sought to convert 
to some other activity. They discovered 
what we all know—that a race track can 
be used for racing and for nothing else. 

If an ordinary mercantile or industrial 
enterprise becomes unprofitable, the build- 
ings in which it is housed can readily be 
altered. But not so for a race track. If 


racing dies, the plant becomes a liability 
instead of an asset, and the only means 
whereby the land can be used henceforth 
is for all the structures to be razed and the 
land cleared. 


Surely, in the light of such hazards, in- 
vestors would seem entitled to larger 
profits than would ordinarily be theirs 
from more usual business or industrial 
pursuits. 


Racing associations should be ever alert 
to the contemplations of their state’s law- 
makers, and should take steps to protect 
racing’s interests in the halls of govern- 
ment. 

There is nothing sinful, it is a perfectly 
legitimate practice, to employ a represent- 
ative at the State Capital. This represent- 
ative—call him a lobbyist, if you will— 
can be of direct benefit to the legislator 
just as well as to the race track. By sup- 
plying needed facts and figures and by 
personally representing his track at open 
sessions and committee hearings, he can 
keep the legislature well informed on the 
problems of racing. A well informed legis- 
lature is racing’s best protection. 

The employment of such a represent- 
ative by the racing industry is fully in 
keeping with business practices in this na- 
tion. If large corporations in the auto- 
mobile, oil and steel industries can retain 
legislative representatives on both a state 
and national level to protect their inter- 
ests, then surely racing can come in for

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no just criticism by doing likewise. 

Let us not become so engrossed in tax- 
ation as it relates to pari-mutuel wagering, 
that we neglect the other aspects of in- 
come at a race track. 

If Santa Anita Park had to depend upon 
its pari-mutuel commission for its entire 
revenue it would be unable to operate on 
the high standard it has maintained, and 
certainly it would be impossible to retain 
its present schedule of purses. 

It is the supplemental revenue from ad- 
mission charges, concessions, parking fees 
and program sales which provides the Los 
Angeles Turf Club, Inc., with the addi- 
tional income essential for maintaining 
its standards of operations. 

Santa Anita Park stands firm on the 
matter of the indiscriminate distribution 
of passes, Excepting for working press 
and operational needs, we do not issue 
them. The race track that “papers the 
house” cheapens its show, and in the long 
run fails to establish a clientele which is 
willing to pay its own way. No one should 
attend the races for wagering unless he 
can afford to, and anyone who can afford 
to wager certainly can also afford a price 
of admission. 

The race fan should pay for his parking 
privilege in the immediate proximity of 
the race track. In return he can expect to 
have an adequate space to park in an or- 
ganized fashion. He can expect to be able 
to drive away from the area at any time 
should the occasion demand and not to be 
blocked from movement by haphazard 
parking of irresponsible persons. And he 
can expect all this without tipping. 

In this Automobile Age of ours the 
parking problem has become a most im- 
portant one for businesses depending on 
large popular patronage. Anyone con- 
templating the construction of a new 
racing plant should wisely consider the 
development of a vast automobile parking 
area adjacent to the grandstand and track. 

The lack of such adequate facilities can 
actually prove a bar to the public’s accept- 
ance of the establishment, because our 
society so utterly depends now upon the 
automobile for access to so many phases of 
everyday living. 

At Santa Anita Park the parking area 
can handle more than 30,000 automobiles 
and we are making steps to take care of 
even more. 

The race track management should de- 
vote direct attention to the development 
of all these supplemental incomes. Be- 
cause of this concern at Santa Anita, our 
direct income from food and beverage con- 
cessions is far greater than that for other 
tracks of comparable size in other states, 
And may I stress again that it is this pro- 
motion of additional revenue which per- 
mits the race track to expand facilities 
and raise purses to the direct monetary 
benefit of all interests depending on the 
prosperity of the racing industry. 

At Santa Anita we have devoted atten-

tion to the matter of program sales, so 
that even this item of revenue—which 
some might consider to be of negligible im- 
portance—can be developed to the fullest. 
Salesmen are schooled in sales psychology 
with the result that the percentage of pro- 
gram sales now is approximately 93 per 
cent of our attendance. 

There is another most important field 
of interest for racing associations whereby 
public acceptance and good will can be 
strengthened. That is in the field of 
charity. 

I think it would be wise for racing com- 
missions in other states to consider the 
program that has been established in Cali- 
fornia for the raising of funds for charity. 
Additional racing days are granted, over 
and above those regularly approved for 
the track’s own meeting, wherein the pro- 
fits are solely for charity. 

Five additional charity days are granted 
annually to Santa Anita Park. In the con- 
duct of these charity days Los Angeles 
Turf Club, Inc., accounts for the income 
from all sources resulting from the con- 
duct of racing on these charity days, In 
determining the profit from operations to 
be paid for distribution only actual ex- 
penses incurred are deducted and no 
charge is made for any portion of the 
track’s expenses which would have been 
incurred if no racing were conducted on 
these days. Accordingly, Los Angeles Turf 
Club, Inc., does not make any profit. either 
directly or indirectly, from the conduct of 
these additional days granted to be con- 
ducted as charity days. 

It is essential that the allocations and 
disbursements of such funds should not 
be administered by the track itself, but 
rather by a recognized non-profit charit- 
able organization, headed by responsible 
civic leaders of the’ community. In our 
case, it is the Santa Anita Foundation, 
which was incorporated in 1945 as a non- 
profit corporation and which disburses 
these profits from charity days to organiza- 
tions selected by the Board of Directors 
of Santa Anita Foundation and approved 
by the California Horse Racing Board. 

There are seven members of Santa Anita 
Foundation who are also the seven direc- 
tors, and only two of these are officers, 
directors or stockholders of Los Angeles 
Turf Club, Inc. The others have no own- 
ership and are not connected with the 
management of Santa Anita Park, but are 
outstanding citizens in the community who 
are interested in and thoroughly familiar 
with charitable activities. 

In addition to the large amounts pro- 
duced for charity in the conduct of charity 
days at Santa Anita Park, Los Angeles 
Turf Club, Inc., also contributes from its 
own funds substantial donations to charity. 
In the 1952-53 meeting at Santa Anita 
Park the profits from operations on the 
five charity days paid to Santa Anita 
Foundation for distribution amounted te 
$496,460.60 and during its fiscal year end- 


ing November 30, 1953, Los Angeles Turf 
Club, Inc., made contributions of its own 
funds of $135,532.60. 


The total money raised for charity at 
Santa Anita, both from charity racing days 
and from the track’s own contributions, to 
date exceeds $8,000,000. 


Racing as an industry has a position to 
fill in community life just as properly as 
have other business enterprises. And by 
the development of such a charity program 
racing merits greater public confidence 
and good will. And, here again, all in- 
terests in racing benefit by such a pro- 
gram. 

If these remarks have seemed to concern 
themselves too abundantly with the opera- 
tions of Santa Anita Park it has been be- 
cause of my closer knowledge of these 
particular subjects. 

But similar problems pertain to all men 
in racing—not just to a particular race 
track in one particular state. 

They are problems which directly con- 
cern you gentlemen as members of a 
prominent organization of Thoroughbred 
breeders. 

Certainly, your breeding industry 1s 
directly related to the stability of the race 
track. 

If a race track can operate profitably 
whereby it can accumulate sufficient pro- 
fits which can be turned back into its op- 
erations, it will as surely increase its pop- 
ularity with the public. Decreased popu- 
larity means a turn to bookmaking, and 
no breeder made a dime from his business 
because of bookmaking operations. 

Public popularity is in turn reflected in 
greater earning capacity, and still greater 
revenue enables the race track to increase 
its purse and stakes schedules. 

Richer purses reflect themselves imme- 
diately in higher values for Thorough- 
bred horseflesh, A horseman will pay more 
for horses if these horses can earn more. 
And prosperous race tracks are those 
which pay the highest purses. 

Taxation which forces a race track to 
retrench by the reduction of operational 
costs and by the discontinuance of capital 
outlays ior improvements cannot help but 
result also in a decline in purses, The con- 
sequent impact on the potential market for 
the breeder is obvious. 

So, this problem of mounting taxation 
is a problem for all men in the sport. 
whether they operate race tracks, whether 
they own race horses, or whether they 
breed them. It is a problem which merits a 
common understanding and a united front 
by all racing interests in all regions. 

It was indeed an honor to have been 
asked by your organization to make this 
appearance, albeit by proxy, and to ex- 
press these opinions concerning Thorough- 
bred horse racing. 

Unencumbered by excessive restraints. 
we must operate racing as a sound and 
progressive business in order to preserve 
it as a wonderful sport.

LEBLANC SET DOWN 


Jockey Euclid LeBlanc has been sus- 
pended for the balance of the Bay Mead- 
ows meeting by the track stewards, and 
his case has been referred to the California 
Horse Racing Board for further action. 


The suspension was made because of 
an “unsatisfactory” ride by LeBlanc on 
the horse Can Locate in the seventh race 
at Bay Meadows on March 13, 


Evidence for the case against LeBlanc 
was supplied by the patrol films. On 
March 13, Can Locate started in a $5,000 
claiming race at odds of 41-1, and finished 
a badly beaten sixth, nine lengths behind 
the winner. On March 26, his next start, 
he was entered in a $3,500 claiming race. 
He was made the favorite at 2.45-1, and 
led all the way. LeBlane again was the 
jockey, 

After the winning race. stewards review- 
ed the films of the March 13 race. They 
said the films “clearly revealed” that Le- 
Blane did not urge Can Locate at any 
stage, and that he was “sitting still” when 
the field came into the stretch. 

LeBlanc said he would appeal his case 
to the Horse Racing Board. He has en- 
gaged attorney Harry K. Woolf Jr., of 
San Francisco, to represent him. 

After a review of the patrol films by a 
group of trainers and jockeys, three prom- 
inent trainers—Jimmy Jones, Ralph West, 
and Frank Childs—requested the stewards 
to reduce LeBlanc’s suspension. The stew- 
ards refused. 

This was the first time in California that 
patrol films were used as the sole evidence 
in such a case,
